“This Chutch does solemnly protest 
against the passage of any law licensing 
the sale of intoxicating drinks, and prays 
your Llonorable bodies to so increase 
and strengthen the State Constabulary 
as toenable thern to execute the present 
prohibitory law.” 

This is but reaffirming the life-lone 
principles of this Church. September 2d, 
1834, the Church adopted the principles 
of total abstinence from the use of ardent 


spirits as a beverege; and assent to this | 


principle,extending to the traffic, as well 
as use, is required of persons*admitted to 
membership. 

The Mount Wollaston Lodge of Good

Coroner's Inquest. The Coroner’ 
Jury summoned to enquire into the canse 
of the death of Daniel Moynihan, return- 
ed the following verdict; “that Daniel 
Moynihan was struck by the cow-catcher 
attached to the engine on the 6 50 P. M. 
train from Boston near the Neponset sta 
tion of the Old Colony and Newport Rail- 
way, April 18, and died from its effects.” 


At the bearing before the jury, which 
was held on Tuesday last, at the Quincy 


Station the testimony clicited was sub- 
stantially as follows. Mr. Moynihan lefi 
Boston on the 6 o'clock train for Quincey, 
ina state of partial intoxication, and 
when near Harrison S juare station, the 
train was stopped and he was ejected 
from the cars,ard while walking towards 
Quincy on the track was hit by th engin 
of the 6.30 outward train, from the effect 
of which he died on Saturday morning.

| Deacon Pratt, during a term of years, 
| covering the average time of an entire 
generation, should receive something more 
than the slight notice that appeared in 
the Congregational Quarterly. Had _ his 
jdeath occurred a few years previous, such 
jan omission would have been expected ;

even in New England churches, were 
opposed to the anti-slavery movement.

But it requires considerable force 
of character, backed up by sound princi- 
ple, for a person of the retiring habits 
and quiet disposition of brother Pratt, to 
istand out for more than a quarter of a 
century in advance of his denomiration 
in the advocacy of the rights of a despised 
race and an unpopular reform, and de- 
served (in our opinion,) something more 
definite than the passing notice that he 
“ stood a fearless advocate of the reforms

ABOUT PRUNING. 

The best implement to prune with i- 
the thumb nail and fore-finger. This im- 
plies that ali proning should be done at ear- 
ly stages in the growth of the tree—done 
constantly on the new, tender growth—and 
that the tree should be trained gently 
and watchfully wp from the first bud to its 
ripe maturity. The next best implem 


: ent is

the pocket knife: am] that means that no 
branthes that are useless, superfluous or 
out of place should be allowed te grow 
largér than small twigs. The knife 


wounds the tree, but it is so slight and so 
nicely done that it reals quickly and with- 
out much injury to the vitality of the 
plant. The necessary implements, ofttn-| 
times, are mallet and chisel ; 
they are like the sitreon’s knife and saw, 
tools that must be used to sate Fife 
future usefulness, 
ternative.

For the Patriot. (NARROW ESCAPE OF GENERAL SCOTT. 
HOPE. 


A correspondent writes to the Army 
and Navy Journal, that at an interview 
with General Scott, in April, 1865, the 


| General related the following incident : 


Lieutenant George Watts, my Aid, 
saved my life the morning before the 
battle of Chippewa, lath of,.July, 1814. 
The circumstances are as follows: At 
the mouth of Street’s Creek, which emp- 
ties into the Niagara River, immediately 


jadjacent to the battle field of July dth, 


stood a house, oceupied by a Mrs. Street. 


|As there were no males belonging to the 


family, she had applied to me tor protec- 
had given her a safeguard, 


made money by selling milk and differ- 
ent articles to the American troops. Slie 
invited me to breakfast with her, and I 
accepted the invitation. Ihad just pre- 
pared my first cup of coffee, and was 
ahout to raise it to my mouth, when I ex- 
perienced the truth of the proverb that 
'* there is many a slip twixt the cup and 
the lip.” My Aid, George Watts, per- 
ispiring very freely had risen from the 
table and stepped across the room to 
another table near the window, to get his 
pocket handkerchief out of his dragoon 
{helmet or casque which he had previously 
placed there. My cocked hat lay on the 
same table; and J lost it in consequence. 
Looking out of the window, Me turned to 
me and said, quietly, but signiticafitly, 
“In three minutes the house will be sur- 
rounded by Indians!” I set down my 
untasted coffee, rushed from the room, 
cleared the piazza and steps at a bound, 
mod ran “like aman” for the bridge 
which commuricated with our own side of 
the stream. ‘Thus George Watts, by his 
promptness saved my life, for the whole 
thing had been arranged by Mrs. Street 
with the intention of murdering and scalp- 
‘ing me. She had given the signal by 
waving something from the house as soon 
as we sat down to breakfast. 

| The same night, after my victory at 
Chippewa, I made Mrs. Street's house 
our hospital, and the rooms and its court- 
‘yard, in which I had caused tents to be 
pitched, were filled with our wounded. 
| When 1 visited the house, I found the 
treacherous woman and her daughter, a 
| very pretty person, engaged in attending 
to the wants of the wounded British offli- 
cers in the second story. I saw the latter 
carrying refreshments to a wounded Brit- 
ish officer to whom she was engaged to be 
married: Ais she had been moving through 
the rooms filled with the blood from inju- 
ries and amputations, her dress was com- 
pletely drenched to the knee. Both mother 
‘and daughter avoided catching my eye, 
and I avoided any attempt to make them 
catch mine ; for they were women, and as 


such, I could not feel vengeance, although | 


‘they had attempted to compass my death. 
As I said before, upon this occasion, I 
owed my life to Lieutenant Watts.

Anniversary weck.— Religious progress.— 

Temperance meetings.—Financial con-

The Anniversaries through the week, 
have attracted a large concourse of peo- 
ple to Boston ; and there has been a deep 
interest manifested in the religious and 
other meeting:. he city seems thronged 
|with visitors, judging from the crowded 
state of our thoroughfares by pedestrians. 
The proceedings of the various conven- 
itions have been of more than usual im- 

portance. There is a growing manifesta- 
,tion of liberality in religious sentiment. 
| Give to the world a larger Christianity 
without religious sect, and mankind will 
igrow better. We should rejoice to see 
all denominations harmonize in making 
| Christianity practical with the daily duties 
of life. So that men should be esteemed 
Christians in proportion to the purity of 
their lives. There have been rousing meet- 
ings here during the week in advocacy of 
temperance. 


itotal abstinence are shaky as to the best 
means for its promotion. The good old 
| Washinetonian method is little used. 
| Formerly the inebriate was arrested in his 
downward career by appeals to the best 
sentiments of the human heart, and if need 
be, by the good Samaritan process.

so. An interesting meeting of the Suf- 
tolk Temperance Union was held at the 
Park Street Church on Tuesday evening. 
This is an old organization, formerly num- 
bering among its members, Samuel Dex- 
ter, Nathan Dane, Chief Justice Parker, 
&e. One object of this association is to 
educate men to the value and duty of tem- 


perance by lectures and the diffusion of 


tracts. Like the National Temperance 
Society, who on the first of January, 1866, 
had published in one year, ten millions 
pages of tracts, and are now issuing a 
monthly journal of thirty-two pages, which 
has a cireulation of nearly eight thousand,

CHOICE VARIETY OF PEARS. 


We read glowing descriptions of this 
and that kind of pear, whose very name, 
sounds like a patent of nobility ; and we'! 
occasionally see specimens at our horti- 
cultural fairs and in the shop windows, 
that make our mouths warer ; but it does 
not follow that these are the varieties 
most deserving of cultivation. All fruits 
vary with climate and soil, and the pear 
‘ =X cially bas a great range, the same va- 
ricty passing from the poor to the superb, | 
as soil, aspect and cultivation may effect | 
it. 

For family use requiring a successicn | 
of pears from July to midwinter, we! 
should commerce with Bloodgood, a na-| 
tive of Long Island, but hardy and pro-) 
ductive in New England. The fruit is) 
small, but melting. and bigh-flavored, if 
ripened in the house. It fruits with us| 
about the first of August. About the 
came time comes also the Doyenne d’ Ete 
or Summer Virgalieu? a foreign variety, | 
that has, however, taken letters of natu- 
ralization, and well deserves citizenship | 
wherever it may be located. The tree, 
with us, is a vigorous grower, and an car-/ 
ly and profuse bearer, of a small but lus-| 
cious pear. Next comes another foreiga- 
er, the Rostiezer, having a flavor supe- 
rior to cither of the former, with a vigor- 
ous conetitation, which enables it to four- 
ish in our latitude. Downing ranks it in

PLANTS AND SEEDS FOR CEMETERIES. 


Hardy perennial plants are the best.— 
The prevailing flowers should be white. 
Achillea Ptarmica (sneezewort,) produces 
large clusters of small, pure white double 
flowers, and continues in bloom a great 
length of time. The plant is trailing in 
its habit; the roots spread very much.— 
Campanula Carpatica—two sorts—blue 
and white, are neat dwarf varieties. Spi- 
rea Japonica—spikes of white flowers.— 
Scuttellaria, a trailing plant, with spikes 
of pale crimson flowers; foliage deep 
green, with white stripes on the Icaves. 
These varieties are hardy. With the ad- 
dition of a few blue, white and purple hy- 
acinth bulbs, they will make a succession 
of flowers through the season, and will 
live for years. 

Annuals.—Dwarf Ageratum, Sweet 
Alyssum, White Candytuft, Convolvulus 
minor, Eutoca, Gilia, Linaria, Mignon- 
ette, Nigella and Phacelia. 

For a Child's Grave.—Nemophila, No- 
lana, Daisy, and Myosotis, with a few 
Snow Drops and Crocus bulbs, make a 
good variety. Plants of a trailing habit, 
and low growing, are the best. 

Red, scarlet, and yellow flowering 
plants, should not be set in a cemetery.— 
Maude in Country Gentleman. 


Tomatoes a Protection against Borers. 


Mr. H. J. Foster, of this town, informs 
The New England Farmer, that he has 
an apple orchard which has been badly 
infested by the borer.

LAWLESS CAWS-—NO. 2. 


Upon an examination of of Prohibitery 
statutes we find : ‘Tht all packages of 
liquor coming from any whet dutside of 
the State, must be sold, used and kept in 
the original easF? in which it was im- 
ported. By this di#wance we are per- 
mitted to keep the Irgest sortof jugs, 
and easks,—but what disfesition there is 
to be made of them, the law does not spe- 
cify. It is to be inferred, hewever, that 
no one is to Preak or use them, unless 
it be for medicin4l; mechanical, or chem- 
ical purposes,—provided your physician 
thinks you are bilious—or a che mst 
really desires to compound medicine, or” 
machine is to be set in operation. These 
are the alcholic privileges allowed the cit- 
izens by the State. Tf the full doctrine of 
the law was carried out, no other liquor 
would be kept, used or sold; and the con- 
sequence would be, ultra-temperance— 
‘utter dryness. But is it so? 

The penalities set up to protect thia 
law, show its singular peculiarities better 
than the above allowances. Ale, perter, 
strong beer, lager beer, eider, amd ail 
wines, (including currant, elderberry. and 
other harmless household drinks) are con- 
sidered intoxicating liquors. Whoever br 
self or clerk, directly or indiréetly, sells 
liquor of any kind, shail be subj ected to 
heavy fines and imprisonment. A clerk ia 
as much responsible as his principal. The 
A person delivering intoxicating li- 
quors trom any place, other than a dwelling 
house, shall be deemed prima facie guilty 
of selling the same, and be subject to all 
principal is responsible for the elerk’s do- 
pains and penalties—that is, if a friedd 
comes into your office, and you have a 
bottle of liquor and invite him to drin . 
this oifer will subject you to prosecution 
tor the unlawtal sale of intoxicating liquor, 
and will be prima facie evidence against

tion so that you cannot fully explain your 
innocentintent, you will be punished mnder 
this operation of the law. 

Expressmen, railroad corporations and 
their servants, who have reasonable cause:

fine of $20.00 and liable to indictment. 
Whoever brings liquor into the State, to 
sell it, shall be tined attd punished.

A system of espionage is established ; 
if a man is found drunk arfd will disclose 
the name of the party selling- the liquor 
to him, he shall be let go scot free when 
sober. 

Upon the affidavit of a person, all sorta 
ot shops, offices and houses can be searchect 
tor liqaors—and also any dwelling house, 
if there is attached to it a tavern, grocery, 
or is a place of common resort. ‘Thus 
opening the gateway to a man's castle, 
and ruthless! y introding where other laws 
dare not say “ Enter.” 

Liquor seized, shall be condemned, sold, 
and the proceeds turned into the Treas- 
ury of the State. Persons illegally sell- 
ing may be arrested Without a warrant,— 
another privilege allowed the law, which 
is neter permitted but if violent extremes, 
like theft, where the thief is escaping, or 
murder, — but generally where the ar- 
rest enn be delayed until a warrant may 
be legally issued,=officers are compelled 
to get the warrant before arresting the 
parties charged. District Attorneys are 
to treat the cases with every known rigor 
given them by law, and other cases must 
be delayed until these are disposed of. 

Could a law have higher barriers rig- 
ged about it? It cribs, coffins and con- 
fines the alcoholic element, with all the 
chains, locks snd keys that it were possi- 
ble to put upon it. Et is intended to suck 
the rum reservoir dry and keep it empty. 
To put a guielus to dram drinking. To 
leave so little liquor inethe vats of the 
rumseller that the rum-drinker will not 
suck, or the manufacturer supply. It i# 
allowed privileges tat no other law dare 
invoke. But like the tyrannous Sumptu- 
iry Laws, it strikes at the reserved indi- 
| vidual rights that society cannot rightfully 
labsorb, and will not be supported by the 
people ; therefore it is not executed, awd 
all of its rigor begomes tame and lifeless.
